Smallpox in vicinity of Naples. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon McLaughlin reports, April 29, the occur- 
rence of smallpox at Pompeii and Bosco Tre-Case, with 1 case at the 
former and 3 cases at the latter place. The infection was imported 
from Torre Annunziata, where an outbreak was reported April 27. 
Measures have been taken to prevent spread. At Torre Annunziata 
prophylactic measures continue to be rigorously applied.
